Vv'lien there were fo many fharpers to 
furround him, and fo many artifices 
iifea to defraud him, that it was a mi-

Moll King's to fnore out the remainder 

of 
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of the night, for want of a flailling to 
obtain a lodging. If he Ihould chanceto

of finance, as fince he returned to Eng- 
landj foon after her nofturnal adven* 

ture in Covent-Garden met with a 

whimfical accident going , to Epfom- 
races in a phaeton. Another lady of the 

fame immaculate charafter as Mifs 

M-.MT— G— E was her companion v but 

Poll, 
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t^oLL, who, was always -fond of floutjUh- 
ing a whip, was the driver. Unfortu- 
nately, byfome^ceident Ihe was thrown 
off her/feat, and faUing upon "the foot- 
board, it partly gave way, when, being 
of a ponderous fize, the horfes took 
fright, and Mifs M— — difplayed, a 
pfteriori^ a very uncommon and laugh- 
able fpeftacle, to the no fmali -amufe- 

mcnt of many fcore fpedators upon the 

road. The Ladies received no hurt, and 
recovered themfelves fo well from theirr 

fright, that they were in fufficient fpirics 
to appear at the Booth, and lay their 
money with as much perfeverance^s if 
they had notiroke down upon the road;
